But, 
by and large, our city has been governed 
efficiently. It has been well-policed. 
Public streets and buildings have been 
improved. Our schools have been a poiut 
of pride. 

There must. be no retrogression. But 
to maintain present standards and to raise 
them will take money. 

As with family living, the cost of gov- 
erning has gone up. Salaries are higher, 
supplies cost more. Either services must 
be curtailéd or else income must be in- 
creased. : 

That is the plight of Atlanta, it is the 
plight of the American city generally. 

The census shows 64 per cent of na- 
tional population as urban. Municipalities 
must meet the service needs of these peo- 
ple. But rural-dominated legislatures 
have it pretty well within their power to 
say what revenue sources a city can tap 
and for how much. 

When it comes to. taxing, the federal 
and state government get there first for 
the most. The city finished a poor third. 

One of two things must happen: Either 
the city must be allowed to raise the funds 
with which to meet that demand, other- 
wise the federal and state governments 
must assume city functions. Every man 
to his choice. For us we prefer to let the 
city furnish the water and carry away the 
garbage rather than having those services 
administered by a state water board or a 
federal department of garbage collection. 
That complaint about the garbage can that 
is overflowing will get action from the 
City Hall much quicker than if it is routed 
through federal district and regional of- 
fices to Washington.

Congress Reconvenes 
For Crucial Session 


Congress reconyenes today in the cru- 
cial year of the Eisenhower administra- 
tion. Not in 20 years has its membership 
been as evenly divided between parties. 
In the Senate the GOP is in the minority 
and there are just four more Republicans 
than Democrats in the House. 

It is too much to hope that this second 
session of the 83rd Congress will be able 
to see things very clearly except in terms 
of the November election. Its members 
will be under heavy local and sectional 
pressures and are likely to do some 
strange things. 

Because of the concern about votes, 
the Eisenhower program which he will 
spell out in his State of the Union message 
Thursday will have rough going. As in 
the first session, much of Ike's legislative 
objectives must depend on Democrats for 
Passage since there are always certain 
members of both parties who do not fol- 
low party lines. 

Whatever happens, the personality of 
the President himself will be the deter- 
mining factor. He has laid it on the line, 
staking his prestige against the purely lo- 
cal political pressures that plague House 
and Senate members in an election year. 

It is not too much to ask that mem- 
bers of both parties lay aside partisan 
considerations and try to work together 
on measures that are good for the national 
welfare.

This Parole Board Plan 
Sounds Like Good Sense 


Edward B. Everett, whe made a career 
of the parole and probation field for 20 
years before entering private law practice 
here, has inaugurated an insurance-bond 
plan designed to protect society from any 
mistakes a parole board or probating 
judge may make. 

In Georgia, more than 90 per cent of 
the prisoners released on parole make 
good. Most persons serving time on pro- 
bation also are model citizens. However, 
a few violate their paroles or probation

Parole system, and the men who make 
good under it, also suffer from adverse 
publicity. 


To protect these citizens, Everett has 
chartered a probation and parole bonding 
corporation. It offers to sell bonds to 
prisoners eligible for probation or parole 
consideration throughout the nation. If 
the bonded parolee or probated prisoner 
causes any damage or injury, the corpora- 
tion will pay for it. 

A prisoner with such financial guar- 
antee of good conduct obviously would 
be a better probation or parole risk, if 
the board or judge already was favorably 
impressed with him but had some misgiv- 
ings. 

Certainly something should be done 
to repay innocent people injured or dam- 
aged by prisoners on probation or parole. 
Everett is the first to try to do something 
for these people. His plan sounds like a 
good idea.

Griffin and LaGrange 
Set Safety Records 


At least two Georgia cities deserve a 
stirring salute for going through 1953 
without a traffic death. There may be 
more, but Griffin (in the 15,000 pop. 
class) and LaGrange (25,000) are already 
on record. 

In each city the police chief and oth- 
ers safety-minded were sweating out the 
holidays through New Year’s Eve, praying 
that the fatality sheet would stay blank. 
Each city made it safely through. 

For Griffin, 1953 was the first year 
free from traffic deaths since during 
World War II ‘when traffic was consider- 
ably less. LaGrange, too, had to count 
back to 1945 as the last time traffic fa- 
talities were held to zero. The LaGrange 
chief estimates that 1953 traffic was five 
times that of 1945. 

The record is the more significant in 
that heavily traveled highways pass 
through each town... for Griffin, U.S. 19 
and U.S. 41, for LaGrange, U.S, 27.

That 
is the only mechanical difference 
in the frequent ‘‘reports to the peo- 
ple’’ planned by President Ejisen- 
hower about his legislative pro- 
gram in Congress, of which the 
first preceded the series of mes- 
sages to Congress which have be- 
come routine with every President 
in recent years. Franklin D. Roose- 
velt called his en famille visits 
with the people in the living room 
‘Fireside Chats.’’ The name stuck 
even when these events occurred 
in the summer, and the audience 
sat around in shirt sleeves and the 
mellifluous voice was like an echo, 
for the open doors and windows 
brought it in also from the radio 
sets of neighbors all up and dow 
the street. 

The times are different. De- 
pression was abroad in the land 
when Franklin D. Roosevelt inaug- 
urated ‘his ‘‘fireside chats’’ with 
his reassuring talk to the people 
the night after he had closed the 
banks. Now we have prosperity, 
though there are faint rumblings 
of trouble in what the administra- 
tion's economists choose to call en- 
couragingly ‘‘a readjustment” that 
is bringing some unemployment, 
but which the administration says 
confidently will not be serious. 

The timing is different. Franklin 
D. Roosevelt began to act, because 
he had to, as soon as he got back 
to the White House that March 4, 
1933, from taking the oath of of- 
fice in front of the Capitol. Presi-

Eisenhower has waited a 
year, during which, as he ex- 
plained, ‘‘we have planned and 
built the foundations for our forth- 
coming legislative program.”’ He 
has pledged himself to deliver. 

He has, indeed, taken a great 
load of responsibility upon himself 
personally. For ‘is task he has 
equipment in personality equal to 
that of Franklin D. Roosevelt. Does 
he possess, at the .same time, 
the will to fight, the iron in his 
soul, which his predecessor had to 
so large a degree? That is the 
question to which we don’t yet have 
the answer. 

He put himself right into the 
family and attempted to cultivate 
an intimacy upon which he plainly 
expects to rely h>reafter when it 
is necessary to bring the impact 
of public opinion upon Congress. 
That body is likely to be balky at 
times, as is generally recognized 
by anybody who knows its 
makeup, and knows the potentials 
for stalemate and confusion in its 
almost even division between the 
two major parties, not to speak of 
the factions within both parties. 

People will rally behind a bat- 
tler, and that quality will be 
needed to ‘capitalize upon what- 
ever intimacy the President is able 
to establish with the public. Thus 
far, we have had only the advance 
build-up, the promotion with glow- 
ing words, the talk about Yew signs 
of “leadership.” The test is still 
ahead.

Gentle People 


The nicest things happen when you're not loking. A few weeks 
ago a photographer and I toured the hill country of Gilmer and 
Fannin Counties getting a story and pictures about the little rural 
fourth class post offices that the government was to close at 
midnight, Dec. 31. 

Well, they closed and I find on my desk—alter a four-day 
absence—postcards from every one of the post offices with that 
last-<day postmark and a little note from the postmasters. I've 
never yearned to collect stamps or postmarks or the like but 
I'll value and keep these postcards for what they represent. 


There’s something about the little post office that is very 
dear to the hearts of all of us who grew up in the country. It was 
the heart and center of our society, inextricably tied to the 
important events in our lives. The postmaster was & big man in 
our community and we went to him for more than mail. He gave 
us ginger snaps and peppermints when we were young and our 
hurts could be healed by little anodynes. He gave us counsel and 
fatherly advice later when we were bigger and the mail we didn't 
get left wounds we thought would never heal. (Sometimes it was 
two full days before they did, too.) 


The stove in the middle of his store warmed the backs of our 
long black stockings and navy blue wool jumper dresses and the 
friendliness and the sociability we met there warmed our spirits. 
Some of us cast our first votes in the little rural post office, got 
our first party dresses from the bolts of material on the shelf, 
embarked there for our first trips to the city and the big outer 
world. 

Oh. the Federal Government is undoubtedly right to close 
the little fourth class post offices. At least we must give the post 


, Office inspectors credit for making an honest and searching 


study of each one to be sure the cost of its operation justified the 
expense of maintaining it. The figures were painstakingly assem- 
bled, many of the patrons were interviewed and it was decided 
that carrier service would be cheaper and more efficient. 


So we will bow to the inevitable pagging of the little country 
post office—but we don’t have to do it ly. Their names 
have a kind of music: Quill, Diamond, Pike, M , Talona, Roy, 
Pisgah, Rolston and Cartecay. 

The postcards bear sad little notes of finality. The one from 
Quill has a tombstone drawn on the back with the words: ‘In 
Memory of Fourth Class Post Office.”’ 


Mrs. Millie Clark of Diamond apologized that her stamp did 
not make a clear post mark but her next sentence maybe ex- 
plains why. “‘Been P.M. 20 years, four months. Sixty-five years 
old. Diamond just a littie office 4th class.” 

Mrs. Stella M. Eubanks at Cartecay wrote: ‘‘Regret very 
much to give up the office—will be lost without it.” 

They are my first flyer into collecting stamps and postmarks, 
these cards are. And I'm mighty glad to have them to evoke 
memories of the little out-of-the-way stores and offices in the hills, 
as well as all the other country post offices I ever knew. They'll 
be handy in explaining to a family of city children that the new 
branch. office at Eleventh Street is not specifically what Mama 
has in mind when she mentions the post office of her day.

Care of Gift Plants 


Takes Garden Priority: 


By YOLANDE GWIN 
The care of gift plants is the object of indoor garden work 


these days. 

Later on some may be trans- 
planted into the garden, but for 
the time being the care given 
them now will insure a longer 
blooming period. 

Poinsettias, the ranking holi- 
day plants, are semi-tropical in 
heritage. They naturally need 
warm temperature and high hu- 
midity. In order to keep them 
from going dormant soon after 
rrival in a home, they should 
be kept out of drafts and well 
watered, though not saturated. 


-LEAVES WILL FALL 
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Soon the leaves will fall but 
that does not mean death of 
the plants. After the stems are 
bare, pots shouid be placed in 
a cool place until spring. Around 
the first of May, the stems 
should be cut back to four inches 
and the plants watered well. 
Place in a sunny window. After 
the growth is well started set 
the plants indoors in a semi- 
shady location until the first part 
of September. Bring them into 
the house then and sit in a 
sunny window for blooming for 
next Christmas. 


Jerusalem cherry should be 


a little and kept on the dry side 
until spring then shifted into a 
larger pot placed indoors in 
partial shade during the sum- 
mer. Give it plenty of water 
and plant food and bring in- 
doors in September. 

The most difficult plants to 
keep are the cyclamens, for they 
are séldom worth keeping after 
they flower. 

GARDEN TIP 

If there is still an accumula- 

tion of leaves on the lawn grab 


the nearest rake and get busy. 
If left until spring the matted 
leaves will do nothing to pro- 
mote early growth of the lawn.

Technical Edge May Go 


Soviet, Van Leer Fears 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 

A warning that this nation is in danger of losing its technical 
supremacy to the Soviet Union came yesterday from one of 
America’s leading educators. 

According to Blake R. Van Leer, president of the Georgia 
Institute of Technology, Russia is graduating twice as many 
engineers and six times as many engineering technicians as the 
United States. 

‘‘We will lose our technical supremacy to the Soviets,”’ Dr. 
Van Leer declared, ‘“‘unless the engineering and technical train- 
ing facilities of the nation are greatly expanded.” 

Basing his statements on U.S. Office of Education reports, 
the Georgia Tech president points out that in 1952-53 American 
erigineering colleges graduated 24,189 engineers against the more 
than 40,000 graduated in Russia. 

This was the first time Russia had taken the lead from the 
United States. 

But the Soviet Union had led in the number of engineering 
technicians for the past 10 years. By 1952 the difference was even 
more pronounced. During that year America produced only 
8.256 engineering technicians compared to the 50,000 trained in 
Russian technical institutes. 

Thus, Russia produced nearly three times as Many engineers 
and technicians as the United States. And this difference is con- 
siderably out of proportion with the difference in population. 

Recent estimates place Soviet Russia’s population at 207,- 
000,000, which is only 23 per cent greater than the seme 160,000,- 
000 residents of the United States. 


Southern Industry Well Fortified

*‘Solidly based on 50 years of gradual growth and inspired by 
the past 10 years of phenomenal expansion,” DeButts pointed 
out, “‘the industry of the South is healthy, diversified, deeply- 
rooted and nurtured by an unbeatable combination of natural 
and created resources, markets and transportation. There is ev- 
ery reason to anticipate continuing great growth in the future.”

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Barbiturates Useful 
If Used Properly 


Sleeping powders (barbitu- 
rates) are among the most ma- 
ligned drugs on the market. They 
often are referred to as devil's 
capsules, dope, and goof pills be- 
cause users become so dependent 
upon the sedative effect they can- 
not sleep without them. Larger 
amounts are poisonous. 

But the good effects outweigh 
the bad. The barbiturates often 
are a blessing when employed 
properly; they have tided many 
dejected and harassed persons 
over difficult periods. 

At least once a week, most 
physicians are consulted by hy- 
pertensive patients whose blood 
pressure has skyrocketed sudden- 
ly. These persons are advised to 
remain in bed for two or three 
days and sedatives are pre- 
scribed to keep them quiet and 
induce sleep. The same treat- 
ment is given the individual who 
presents all the indications of an 
impending heart attack. Here the 


: 


drug proves life saving. 

The barbiturates are valuable 
in various nervous disorders such 
as epilepsy, and small doses help 
allay the apprehension associated 
with high blood pressure, angina 
pectoris, dizziness, or abdominal 
distress. The advisability of us- 
ing these pills or capsules in in- 
somnia is the $64 question. They 
are not to be prescribed for ordi- 
nary sleeplessness. 

On the other hand, there Is no 
medical evidence to show that 
dependence occurs when barbitu- 
rates are taken in their usual 
recommended dosage. Further- 
more, medical proof is lacking 
that small amounts over a long 
period have an adverse influence 
upon the body. 

But the danger of the barbi- 
turates stems from the mental 
rather than the physical effects. 
The neurotic, psychopathic, or 
maladjusted individual always 
runs the risk of becoming ad- 
dicted. This group may have 
trouble with sedatives because 
they afford a means of escaping 
reality.
